A Ferry Boat Capsized and Over a Dozen
Persons Drowned.

Evrcin, 111., April 28.—Between 8 and 9 o'clock
this morning a small boat running over the Fox
River, between East and West Elgin, as a ferry to
take the place of the bridge regently washed
away, was caprized, and all the passengers, to the
number of about fifteen, with butone exception,
were drowned. The boat was & mére scow, jnst
purchaszed at a cost of §150, and was propelled by
arope. The first trip was made rday after-
noon. Those lost are mainly school children,
who were on their way to school on the west side.
The accident occurred in mid strgam, but from
what cause ean not now be told. Itis not possible
at this time to give the names of any of the lost,

THE EMPEROR'S LIFL,

How the Czar of All the Russias Lives in
His Castle—New Mines.

NEW YORK. April 25.—A lewter from St. Peters-
burg gives a gloomy account of the new Czar's
life at the Castle of Gatschina, thirty miles from
the Capital. Before the Court removed thither
severnl hundred artisans of the Precobrajinsky
Regiment were sent to make the necessary altera-
tions. At midnight they assembled in the Church
Gatschiva, and were sworn to silence, death-or
Siberia being the penalty of an infraction of the
oath., Ten roubles were the price of each man's
silence. The alterations were made in forty eight
hours. Todki soon loosened the wngues of the

workmen, and the following is the deseription of
the wprecautions against the assassination
made in the Palace of the Czar: A sub-
terranean passage leads from the 'z r's room
to the stables where a number of horses are kept
saddled aud bridled day and night  Sentfiéls ure

wted at futervals o guard all sround the bulld-
ng. Lhe Imperial bed room has two windows,
protected at night by massive fron shutters, which
cau only be reached from the outsade by passin
through three spucious ablc-chambers in wh
are posted eighty Cossancks srmed 1o 1he weeth,
They are allowed w spesak and move about in two
outer rooms, but in the hall adjouing the Czar's
bed-room perfect stlence is malnmived all night.
The General on duty for the day sits on an easy
chair, his Cossacks sitting on a aivan which runs
around the whole room. At the General's right
hand is & knob of an elecirde appaatus which
rluys a bell in every guard house withun the Pal
ace grounds. When the Emperor is abous to re-
tire, before shutting the door he removes the onter
handie so no entrance can be effected umil he
hims«elf persona 1y opens the door from the inside,
Unlike his father. he can not endure armed sol-
diers 10 his ked chamber.
